Biding alone into Linarez the gray 
»aired rebel gave himself to Lieuten- 
¡nt Plácido Rodriguez, commander of 
wenty-five rurales, the sole m ilitary 
;uard here. 
Perm ission was obtained 
o telegraph a formal capitulation to 
.eneral Trevino, commander of the 
hird m ilitary zone at Monterey. 
He 
rankly admitted his dream of another 
;uccessful revolution had come to an 
>nd and placed himself at Trevino’s 
lisposal. 
“ 1 called upon the army, I called on 
he people,” telegraphed the broken 
reneral, “ and no one responded. 
This 
ittltude I regard as a protest and I 
im 
resolved 
not 
to 
continue 
this 
war against the government. 
I place 
nyself at your disposition.” 
Reyes asked no guarantees for him­ 
self, but pleaded for mercy for the lit- 
;le group of men who have followed 
him 
in 
his 
wanderings to and

and in the state of Tamaulipas.

and not to give the slightest provoca­ 
tion, but the massacre still continues

The government house has been bom­ 
barded and many government officials 
and police have been killed.

According to other dispatches the 
Russians killed four unarmed Moham 
medans in the Armenian quarter of
